Meat» Rise Sharply 


Meats,

Based on the govern­ 
ment’s national price averages, 
it cost $6.22 to buy one jiound 
each of sirloin steak, hamburg­ 
er, 
pork 
chops,

and lamb chops in mid-March,

March of 1965 — a rise of 21.5 
per cent.

At home when m other wan ts 
to en tertain the youn ger children 
in the morn in g, a lte r the older 
on es have gon e to school, she 
does n ot n eed to thin k of an y­ 
thin g n ew. This old formula of 
just suds an d w ater play still 
works. 
There is n o en d to the charm s 
of a bowl, bucket, or basin of 
frothy suds 
The first thin g on e 
n ursery school teacher does is 
to ask for a volun teer to fill the 
sin k with water. Then , in goes 
the soap, or detergen t. Next, the 
rest of the children come in — 
to wash the dishes, to bathe the 
dolls, 
or 
to 
wash 
yesterday’s 
modelin g 
clay 
off 
the 
racin g 
cars. W ithout an y great con cern 
on the part of the child, he is 
learn in g the rules of good hy­ 
gien e. 
This seems to be a sure-fire 
recipe for fun , an d certain ly it 
is as easy to provide at home 
as at school. Sin ce you will n eed 
to mop the bathroom floor an y­ 
way, why n ot fill the sin k b >wl 
or bathtub with w ater an d suds. 
Let 
the 
small 
fry 
do 
their 
“work" of washin g an d splash­ 
ing while you do the breakfast 
dishes. It is on e peaceful solu­ 
tion to that early morn in g chaos. 
However, if the children play 
in the bathroom, which may be 
a distan ce from where you will 
h^ workin g, a close watchful eye 
must look in on them every few 
min utes to preven t an y un fore­ 
seen acciden ts. 
You may even 
wan t to forget ab ut the break­ 
fast dishs un til later, an d in stead 
do some clean in g in the bath­ 
room or in an adjacen t area. 
An other suggestion is to pro­ 
vide a basin or pan of w a te r in 
the play area. Have the children 
place old n ewspapers on the floor 
to absorb an y spills an d to make 
clean -up easier. Allow the chil­ 
dren to clean up after they have 
fin ished playin g. 
This m ethod of chila play an d 
en tertain m en t will n ot on ly keep 
children busy for a while in the 
morn in gs, but will also promote 
good clean lin ess habits.
